A 


,T.the very outset .of a discussion of the 


distribution of income in the United 
States, we. we ..confronted by the ques- 


tion—What is income? This may seem an ab- 
surd question^ We 'might, it would seem, al- 
most' as wen:«sk—What is bread? 


When W6 come to analyze this question, how- 


ever, we find that in this case, as in many 
others, the people are, and for many genera--' 
tions have been, the dupes of a definition—the 
victim of a bit of sharp practice in accounting/ 


Income; as. defined for. corporations and busi- 


ness establishments generally, means NET 
PROFITS, after liberal deductions for expenses 
of operation, maintenance, depreciation, re- 
placement, obsolescence, and all th'e other items 
which clever accountants have devised, partly 
as a legitimate means of completely insuring 
the conservation of the property devoted to the 
business,' and partly as a means of concealing 
from outsiders the actual profits of the busi- 
ness. With the development of public utility 
regulation and the taxation of corporate in- 
comes, the concealment of profits' by this kind 
of camouflage has been developed into one of 
the most intricate and profitable of professions. 


Income, as defined for individuals, particularly 


for wage and salary earners, means GROSS 
EARNINGS, with no deductions'for the main- 
tenance or replacement of the human machine. 
In the accounting of the individual income, thero 
are no allowances for expenses of operation, or 
for replacement, depreciation, depletion or ob- 
solescence. 
Everything that comes into the 


possession of the wage or salary earner during 
the year is counted as income. 


This difference in definition is not only a 


matter of custom, but has become ^mbedded in 
law. Because of this fact, the income tax law 
discriminates grossly against individuals, par- 
ticularly 'against wage earners, salary earners, 
and professional men. So great is this dis- 
crepancy .that I have often thought, sometimes 
whimsically, sometimes seriously, of submerg- 
ing my identity as an individual human being 
and going through- the process of reorganiza- 
tion necessary for conversion into a corpora- 
tion, with all its privileges, immunities, and 
lack of human responsibility. 


• 
Seriously, however, I do wish to drive home 


to you the fact that in order to put individual 
income, accounting upon the same basis as cor- 
porate accounting, we should count as income 
only the surplus over the earnings necessary 
for the support of a family of average size, so 
as to insure the maintenance and replacement 
of the human machine, together with savings 
adequate to provide for th« inevitable deple- 
tion and obsolescence. 


Of Practical Importance 


T 


HIS is not an academic matter; it is a 
question of the greatest practical import- 


ance. It means, for example, that in disputes 
between corporations and their employees over 
the division of the products of industry, their 
respective incomes should be viewed upon ex- 
actly the same basis of accounting. The em- 
ployees should-be held to have no income what- 
ever unless it can be shown that they have a 
surplus over what is necessary to, provide for 
their families and to set aside savings for in- 
evitable accidents, sickness, and old age. On 
this basis I do not believe that ten percent of 
the wage and salary earners .-of 
the United 


States receive any income. It is, perhaps, quite 
true that a considerably larger proportion than 
this have some savings, but in such cases ex- 
amination will almost invariably show that 
their savings are entirely inadequate for old 
age, and have been put aside at the expense of 
proper maintenance of the family, or by *efus-" 
ing altogether to provide for the replacement of 
the human machine by the rearing of a family. 


Such a change in the attitude towards indi- 


vidual and corporate incomes would be revolu- 
tionary. It would mean the immediate appli- 
cation of the principle of a living wage, and the 
abolition of poverty among industrial workers. 


How Prodnci of Industry i» Distributed 


I 


SHALL return to this question of what con- 
stitutes income a little later, in order to use 


it as a basis for predicting what seems to me 
to be inevitable tendencies in our national ec- 
onomic life. In the meantime, I wish to dis- 
cuss very briefly certain outstanding facts with 
reference to the present distribution of the 
product of industry, using this terai in its 
present sense to cover the money value of all ec- 
onomic goods and services. As a basis for this 
discussion, I shall make use of the recent re- 
port of the National Bureau of Economic Be- 
search, published under the title, "Income in the . 
United States." This Bureau, as some of you 
know, was established in 1920 to conduct 
quantitative investigations into subjects that 


.capital has taken for countless generations un- 
der the most primitive form of enterprise— 
tenant fanning. 
The one-third of the crop 


which has traditionally been the landlord's share 
corresponds very closely with the 30 percent 
which, under modern conditions, goes to rent, 
interest and profits. This was, I believe, the 
traditional division in ancient Egypt and Baby- 
lonia, when the tenant worked in competition 
with slave labor, I cannot at_ihis 'time do more 
than raise the question whether this does not 
constitute an undue burden upon productive in- 
dustry. 


Income of United States 


T 


HE National Bureau of Economic Research 
found that the national income in 1913 


amounted to $61,000,000,000. As there are in 
the 
United States something like 21,000- 


000 families, this means that, if this national 
income were equally distributed, it would pro- 
vide for the support of. all these families on a 
level of about $2,900 a year. This would be 
decidedly better than what we are accustomed 
to call a middle-class standard of living, the 
cost of v*hich I assume is somewhere between 
J2,000 and $2,500. 


• But this income is very unequally distributed. 
In order to give you a picture of this distribu- 
tion, I have reproduced the chart shown on 
Page 128 of the report of the Bureau of Ec- 
onomic Research. . 


I call your attention to the fact '•hat • this 


chart shows the distribution only of incomes 
less than $4,000. To have included the income 
of the very richest man in the United States, 
this chart, upon the scale which I have used, 
would have to be more than 2000 feet long. It 
is only 5 inches long, and yet it includes 96.61 


• percent of the people of the United States. The 
other 25,000 inches of a complete chart would 
be necessary to make room for Mr. Rockefeller, 
Mr. Pord, or. whoever it was that reported the 
largest individual income. 


Income of the Rich 


I 


F we examine the figures upon which this 
chart is based, we find that the richest one 


percent of the people of the United States re- 
ceived 14 percent, the richest 5 percent re- 
ceived 26 percent, and the richest 10 percent re- 
ceived- 35 percent of the national income. At 
the other end of the scale, the poorest 5 percent 
received less- than 1 percent, and the poorest 
10 percent received only 2 1-2 percent of the 
national income. We find that about half the 
national income falls to the people who earn 
less than 51,600, and that the other half falls to 
those who earn more than that sum, but on the 
poorer side of this Great Divide we find 78 per- 
cent of all the people of the United States, and 
on the richer side, only 22 percent 


Another indication of the great disparity in 


the distribution of income is found in the same 
report, which shows that in 1918 there were 
521 persons who received for income tax pur- 
poses incomes of over $500,000, aggregating 
$536,439,618. This sum was equal to the earn- 
ings of more than 500,000 people at the aver- 
age of $1,078 reported for the same year for 
all employees normally engaged in industry, 
including salaried officials. 
Each of them, 


therefore, received the incomes of 1,000 or- 
dinary men. Or to put the matter in even more 
startling form; these 521 "super-rich" received 
as much as the 2,000,000 poorest who stood at 
the bottom of'the income scale. 


Unequal Distribution of Wealth 


I 


N THE preceding discussion we have been 
following the practice of the economists in 


using the words "national income" to cover 
what are really the gross annual receipts of the 
people of the United States. If we-apply to our 
accounting as a nation tb.e-fornv.l-.-j and meth- 
ods which I have shown have been developed for 
corporate accounting, we should not consider as 
income anything except the surplus which, re- 
mains after adequate provision for the main- 
tenance and replacement of both our capital 
machinery and our human machinery. If any 
of our human tcaciinery is being worn out by 
ally, or faster than it is being replaced, we 
the stress of modern industry faster than norm- 
should set up on our national balance sheet re- 
serves to take care of this human wreckage 
when it has heen thrown upon the industrial 
scrap-heap. 
Without going deeply into this 


question, we know that such premature de- 
pletion of our human resources is occurring, be- 
cause it has become almost a uniform policy of 
our large corporations to ernploy no man who 
has passed the age of 45. Only^the other day 
the Pennsylvania railroad threw upon the in- 
dustrial scrap-heap some 1,500 men for np 
"other offense except that they bad reached this 
critical age'. In our national balance sheet, the 
"old age at 40" which characterizes the steel 


•ffect jrablic welfare. The financial support of 
industry would stand as one of our heaviest 


the Bureau has come chiefly from the Com- 
liabilities, 


non-wealth Fund and the Carnegie Corporation, 
and its Board of ^ Directors, though represent- 
ing: diverse interests, is, however, largely con- 
servative in character. While I believe that 
this report is ultra-conservative in its esti- 
mates, both as to the size and the character of 
th« distribution of national income, neverthe- 
less I have chosen to use it for the purposes of 
the "present discussion in order to aroid any 
controversy -with regard to facts. 


This report finds that of the net prodnct of 


- - 
Let us now look st onr chart and see what 


the situation is as regards the distribution of 
real income. In, order to- be thoroughly con- 
servative, let us assume what we all know to be 
contrary to fact, that $L£00 is sufficient to pro- 


From the national standpoint, therefore, we 


find that we are not only thoroughly justified, 
but actually compelled, to place the accounting 
of individual income upon the same basis as 
that of corporate income, and to count as in- 
come only that snrplns which remains after pro- 
viding for maintenance, depreciation, and re- 
placement. For the individual, it may be re- 
membered, this means the amount above a liv- 
ing wage, with proper provision for savings and 


industry, after deducting the cost of materials, 
70 percent goes to wage and salary earners, and 
30 percent to the receivers of rent, interest and 
profits. This means that out of every dollar 
30 cents goes to pay for the use of capital. It 
is interesting, and perhaps significant, that the 
ihare of the net'product which goes to capital 
under the highly complex forms of modern in- 
dustry is itoort ex«cfl7 the'proportion 


vide for theimaintenance of a Iam3y',of average- 
size, with insurance and 'savings for old age. 
On the chart I -have drawn a line at this ' 
amount, and bare colortd black the area which 


lies below it. This huge bfack area -representi 
the 82 percent of the people who -receive less ' 
than 51,800 per year, and who therefore must 
.be considered to receive no real income. Their 
profit and loss statement is "all in the red," and 
their balance sheet shows nothing but liabili- 
ties. They may have some small savings, but 
they are secured, as I have already pointed 
out, either by a refusal to provide for the re- 
placement of the human machine by rearing a 
family, or by insufficient maintenance of thr 
families they have. 


65 Percent People; 5 Percent Wealth 


I 


WISH I had time to analyze for you moro 
completely this question of the distribution 


of real income, of the surplus over the amount 
necessary to provide for decent living, but 
without going more deeply into the figures it is 
obvious from the chart that this surplus, this 
real income, is concentrated almost entirely 
in the hands of the upper 10 percent of the 
population. 


It is through the investment of this sun/lus 


income that the ownership of wealth is prim- 
arily secured. Since this surplus falls primar- 
ily to those who are already rich, ever-increas- 
ing concentration of the ownership and con- 
trol of wealth appears to be inevitable. 
Thus 


it is that the most reliable figures which we 
have show that some twelve years ago the 
distribution of wealth was about as'follows: 


"The rich," 2 percent of the people, 


owned 60 percent of the wealth. 


"The middle-class," 33 percent of the 


people, owned 35 percent of the wealth. 


"The poor," 65 percent of 
the 
people, • 


owned 5 percent of the wealth. 
These figures may seem incredi'.le until it is 


remembered that the ordinary workingman and 
a large majority of the salaried men own noth- 
ing at all except the clothes v/hich are upon the 
backs of themselves and their families and a 
few poor sticks of furniture which at a forced 
sale would not pay burial expenses. My inves- 
tigations as director of the United States Com- 
mission on Industrial Relations showed that in 
New York City one out of every twelve corpses 
is buried at the expense of the city in the pot- 
'ter's field or turned over to physicians for dis- 
section. 


Since the time to which these figures relate, 


the concentration of wealth has continued, 
and venture to assert that a thorough-going in- 
vestigation, which the powers that be will not 
permit to be made, wouM show that the actual 
disparity in the distribution of wealth is now 
even greater than is indicated by these figures. 


One subsidiary influence which contributes 


greatly to this concentration of wealth is the 
ever-increasing displacement of human labor 
by machinery, to which I believe 
Professor 


Gray has already alluded in his address before 
this conference. The logical outcome of £his 
situation is a world in which nine-tenths of the 
people will simply tend the machines which) are 
owned by less than one per cent. The other 
nine per cent will'-be the bosses and foremen 
and policemen who see that they stick to their 
jobs and cause no unnecessary trouble. 


Another most important effect of the con- 


centration of surplus incomes in the hands of 
monopolists is the policy of investment abroad 
in order to avoid domestic competition and over- 
supply. As a consequence of this, the Amer- 
ican surplus is now being invested in ever-in- 
creasing amounts in Europe, in Africa, and in 
Asia.. This policy, if continued along the line! 
indicated, means two things. It means, first, 
the stagnation of American industry. Second, 
and even more important, it means war, and all 
the peace societies and disarmament confer- 
ences that ever existed will be powerless to pre- 
vent it.' 


Questions That.Must Be Faced 


rpHE presentation of this brief and admittedly 
1 
sketchy picture of th'e distribution of in- 


come in the' United States, and the prediction 
of consequences which we as citizens cannot 
face with equanimity, raises, the inevitable 
question—What do you propose to about it? 
My time limit will not permit me to give my 
own personal answer to this question. Instead 
I will content myself with laying before you 
five concrete questions, which seem to me to b« 
pertinent and to merit your attention as citi- 
zens who are deeply concerned in the welfare of 
the nation: 


L Can the present distribution of wealth 


and income be justified, either upon the 
ground, of service performed for the 
benefit of society, or upon any- oth«r 
basis? 


2. Granting that some of the enormous in- 


comes are the reward of unusual serv- 
ices, can we rest content with a civili- 
' zation which can devise no other reward 
for, exceptional service than the bestow-' 
al of burdensome and corrupting wealth? 


3. Can the national welfare safejy permit 


further concentration-of wealth and in- 
come? 
, • 


4. If not, how can more equitable distribu- 


tion best b» promoted? 


5. As a means to this end, what should b« the 


attitude of churchmen and citizens gen- 
erally toward the enactment of a feder- 
al inheritance tax so graded that, while 
making generous provision for the «ttp- 
port of dependents and th« education of 
minor children, it shall leave no large 
accumulation of wealth to pass into

charitable institutions and the large 
increase in attendance at th'e nor- 
mal schools and the university, I 
have succeeded in keeping the ex- 
penses of government well within 
the normal receipts 
without any- 


new sources of taxation, and -with- 
out injuring in the least the gen- 
eral welfare of the state and with- 
out impairing either efficiency 
or 


useful public service that the state 
owes to its people. 


"For the first time in many years j 


the increased 
burden 
of taxation 


has been halted. Next year there 
will be a reduction for the first time 
in twenty years in the total tax 
levy. 
This reduction will amount 


to millions of dollars. 


"Upon the adjournment 
of the 


legislature last year, I turned my 
attention to the problem of collect- 
ing income taxes that had been 
withheld by the large corporations.
